This letter is an interim response to your May 9, 2018, Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request. Specifically, you requested access to and copies of all calendars or calendar entries, 
schedules and/or travel itineraries for the months of March 2018, April 2018, and May 2018 for 
the following HHS officials: 

• Alex Azar, Secretary 

• March Bell, Chief of Staff for the Office for Civil Rights 

• Matthew “Matt” Bowman, Deputy General Counsel

The Department processed 304 pages of potentially responsive records captured in the agency’s 
search for FOIA request 2018-00972-FOIA-OS. After a careful review of these pages, I have 
determined to release 63 pages to you in their entirety, and I am further releasing 180 pages in 
part, with portions redacted, pursuant to Exemptions (b)(5) and (b)(6) of the FOIA (5 U.S.C. 
§552 (b)(5) and (b)(6)). I have also determined to withhold 33 pages in their entirety, pursuant to 
Exemptions (b)(4) and (b)(5) of the FOIA (5 U.S.C. §552 (b)(4), (b)(5)). Furthermore, I have 
determined that 20 pages should be sent for consultation to other agencies and returned to 
this Department for final disposition. Finally, I determined that (8) eight pages are non- 
responsive and duplicative to your request. 
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FOIA exemption (b)(4) permits the withholding of trade secrets and commercial or financial 
information that is privileged or confidential. 

FOIA exemption (b)(5) protects inter-agency or intra-agency memoranda or letters which would 
not be available by law to a party other than an agency in litigation with the agency. This 
exemption protects documents that would be covered by any privilege an agency could assert in 
a civil proceeding. These privileges include, among others, the deliberative process privilege, 
the attorney-client privilege, and the attorney work-product privilege. 

FOIA exemption (b)(6) permits a Federal agency to withhold information and records about 
individuals in “personnel and medical files and similar files, the disclosure of which would 
constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy.” The definition of “similar files” 
has historically been broadly interpreted to include a wide variety of files, and the United States 
Supreme Court has held that Congress intended the term "similar files" to be interpreted broadly, 
rather than narrowly. I have analyzed these records and find they meet the threshold requirement 
of this exemption. Additionally, I have reviewed and weighed the public interest in disclosure of 
this information against the privacy interest in nondisclosure, and found that the privacy interest 
outweighs the public’s interest in disclosure. 

We will continue to review the remaining records as efficiently and expeditiously as possible, 
consistent with our available resources and the Order of the Court. Should you have questions or 
concerns regarding the Department’s response and\or the processing of your request, any such 
issues should be communicated to your legal counsel and Department of Justice Attorney 
representing the Department in this matter.

FV 2018 Omnibus Negotiations Update 

Congress passed the Bipartisan Budget Act(BBA) on February 9 th , which included a fifth 
Continuing Resolution (C’R) to fund the government through March 23. Disagreement between 
House and Senate Labor-HHS subcommittees over their allocation, which was set at a lower 
level than expected, and riders on gun violence research and Title X and the Teen Prevention 
Pregnancy Program threatened the completion of the FY2018 Omnibus. It's unclear how these 
issues have been resolved, but the committees continue to work towards agreement. Over the 
weekend, appropriations staff continued to work and seek technical assistance on LHHS issues, 

Appropriators are aiming to finish the spending bills on Wednesday, March 14 th . If agreement 
among the appropriators is reached, the House could consider the bill at the end of the week. 
Recent reports indicate a potential vote on Friday, March 16 th . If the House fails to act this week, 
then both chambers will need to consider legislation the week of March 19 th , ahead of the 
expiration of the CR on March 23 rd . If they do not believe agreement can be reached, then 
Congress may choose to pass a full year CR for LHHS only, since the other 11 committees 
appear close to reaching agreement. Congress would consider a short-term CR if they believe 
they can pass on omnibus with additional time. Since the House and Senate are expected to begin 
a two week recess for Spring break on March 23 rd , there will be a strong desire to complete work 
on time or push a short term CR until at least the second week of April 
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BACKGROUND 


Chairman Cole will likely want to discuss a number of topics that are of particular interest to 
him, as well as the hearing on the FY 2019 budget on March 15 th . 

Topics Chairmen Cole will likely discuss: 

• National Institutes of Health (NJH) 

o NIH funding is a top priority, and the Chairman is a strong advocate for continued 
investment in NIH. The FY 2018 House bill provides S35.2 billion, +$8.6 billion 
above the FY 2018 President’s Budget, 
o The Chairman was also opposed to the indirect cost policy in the FY 2018 
President’s Budget. The CR included a prohibition on implementing 
modifications. 

• Indian Health Service (IHS) 

o Chairman Cole is particularly interested in IHS. He is a member of the Chickasa w 
Nation, and also serves on the Interior Subcommittee. He is especially interested 
in reforming the agency to better serve Indian Country, 
o Chairman Cole believes that to address IHS funding issue, either 

■ IHS should move from under the Interior Appropriation Subcommittee to 
the LHHS Appropriation Subcommittee or 

■ IHS should receive mandatory funding instead of discretionary funding. 

• FY 2018 Negotiations 

o Dickey Amendment and Gun Violence Research 

■ Like Senator Blunt, Chairman Cole is opposed to providing additional 
funds directed solely for gun violence research. 

■ He is opposed to repealing the Dickey Amendment, and agrees with your 
position that it is an unnecessary step. 

o Title X and Teen Pregnancy Prevention 

■ The Chairman is a strong advocate for pro-life issues 

■ He strongly opposed the Title X and Teen Pregnancy Prevention 
provisions included in the Senate LI II IS bill that would prevent the 
Department from administering these programs in a way that differed from 
the previous administration. 

• FY 2019 Hearing 

o The Chairman will likely discuss his style and how he conducts his hearings, 
o He will discuss his expectations for topics, and where he anticipates the Minority 
to focus their attention. 
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TALKING POINTS 


Similar to the discussion with Senator Blunt, this time with Chairman Cole is an opportunity to 
discuss FY 2018 and FY 2019 priorities. Additionally, staff recommends discussing the Strategic 
National Stockpile and the rationale for the transfer from CDC to ASPR. While Chairman Cole’s 
staff have been briefed on the issue, it would be helpful to address any q 

• HHS FY2018 priorities: opioids, serious mental illness (SMI), ensuring our preparedness 
and response capabilities, preserving the NEF. 

• Opioids and SMI 

o S3 billion was included in OMB’s addback to the FY2018 budget, and $10 billion 
for FY 2019 

o The Administration and HHS are committed to fighting the opioid epidemic 

o Investment in efforts to address the epidemic is essential 

o We hope to work with you on this request and provide TA on the allocation to 
ensure success for the American people in tackling these issues 

• Preparedness and Response/Flu 

o The FY 2018 President’s Budget provided +S135 million above FY 2017 
Enacted for pandemic influenza 

o HHS is challenged to continue investing in improved medical countermeasures 
and maintaining critical domestic manufacturing infrastructure for pandemic 
influenza preparedness. For the last decade, these activities were supported by 
pandemic influenza supplemental appropriations which are now nearly exhausted. 

o Thank you for your recognition and continued support in this area. 

■ NOTE: The House carries the same level of investment as the FY2019 
budget for pandemic influenza. 

• Nonrecurring Expense Fund (NEF) 

o The FY 2018 President’s Budget rescinded $560 million from the Nonrecurring 
Expenses Fund, however, the FY 2018 addback from OMB reverses the 
cancellation. 

o The Nonrecurring Expenses Fund is a vital resource for HHS to fund physical and 
IT infrastructure projects that typically cannot be funded from annual 
appropriations. We strongly encourage the preservation of these funds to ensure 
current and ongoing projects may continue. 

• Activities we currently have underway at the Department: the transfer of the SNS from 
CDC to ASPR 

• Strategic National Stockpile (SNS) 

o The threats facing the U.S. are increasingly complex and dangerous (e.g., 

emerging infectious diseases, threats from terrorists and state actors, and extreme 
weather events). 
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o The SNS is a key component of the U.S. government’s response capabilities. 

o Shifting operational control of the SNS from CDC to ASPR will improve the 

speed and effectiveness of emergency responses. 

• ASPR was established in 2006 by the Pandemic and All Hazards Preparedness 
Act (PAHPA) to create “unity of command” for all public health and medical 
preparedness and response functions under one person. 

o The SNS was created in 1999, before ASPR was established, and was 
placed at CDC after being moved back and forth between HHS and 
DUS. 

o PAHPA, however, provided the Secretary with the administrative 
authority and the flexibility to determine the situation and operational 
control of the SNS. 

• While placing the SNS at CDC made historical sense, the creation and 
maturation of ASPR provides an opportunity to better align the direct 
oversight and management of SNS under ASPR. 

• When disasters occur, ASPR leads the National Response Framework, 
Emergency Support Function #8 for HHS, thereby coordinating federal public 
health and medical responses, such as the recent string of high consequence 
hurricanes. 

• ASPR has a robust medical logistics capability that supports the National 
Disaster Medical System (NDMS), moving medical personnel, equipment, 
and supplies across the nation within hours. 

• ASPR works closely with state & local emergency management professionals, 
clinicians, health care facilities, public health officials, and NDMS response 
teams who may be called upon to dispense SNS contents. 

• ASPR plans to exercise different SNS dispensing mechanisms and implement 
innovative approaches to improve stockpiling and distribution practices and 
ensure SNS contents can be quickly dispensed and used locally. 

• All of these capabilities within ASPR will improve the speed and 
effectiveness of emergency responses. 

o Making this change will strengthen and streamline the entire medical 

countermeasures (MCM) enterprise. 

• ASPR leads the MCM enterprise - setting MCM requirements, developing 
and procuring new products through BARDA and Project BioShield. 

o Congress established the Biomedical Advanced Research and 

Development Agency (BARDA) and Project BioShield to encourage 
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companies to develop medical products the government needs to keep 
Americans safe from national security threats by creating a 
government market where there is usually not a commercial incentive. 

• The SNS has been operationally separate from the rest of MCM advanced- 
development and procurement initiatives, leading to gaps and disconnects in 
the enterprise and the public-private partnerships upon which it is built. 

o Currently, MCM procurement responsibilities are divided between 
ASPR and CDC. When MCMs for DllS-identified national security 
threats are in late stage development, ASPR-BARDA can procure 
them using the Project BioShield Special Reserve Fund (SRF). After 
these MCMs are approved or licensed by the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA), procurement responsibility currently shifts to 
CDC. 

• Moving the SNS under ASPR will lead to a more predictable, streamlined 
process, remove an additional market disincentive, and ensure better 
integration across the enterprise. 

o Making this change will enable HHS to take advantage of synergies and 
efficiencies in supply chain logistics. 

o This is a transfer of responsibility for, and operation of, the SNS program. 
HHS does not currently intend to physically move the SNS from the arca(s) 
in which it currently located. 

o HHS implementation working groups, including staff from ASPR and CDC, 
have already been established and their work is underway to ensure a 
smooth transition is completed by October 1, 2018. 

• This decision was not made hastily, and discussions occurred over several 
months before a determination was made that it was an appropriate time for 
this move to occur. 

• Congress has the ability to weigh in on this issue during PAHPA 
reauthorization, however, I believe Congress will come to the same 
conclusion that the Administration has come to, which is that ASPR is the 
appropriate home to oversee the SNS on behalf of the Department.

Background 

The Bill & Melinda Gates Foundation (BMGF) is the largest philanthropic organization in the 
world. It works in more than 100 countries, including grantees in all 50 U.S. states and the 
District of Columbia. In developing countries, BMGF focuses on improving people's health and 
giving them the chance to lift themselves out of hunger and extreme poverty. In the Uni ted 
States, it seeks to ensure that all people—especially those with the fewest resources-—have 
access to the opportunities they need to succeed in school and life. Based in Seattle, Washington, 
the Foundation is led by CEO Dr. Susan Desmond-Hellmann and Co-chair William H. Gates Sr., 
under the direction of Bill and Melinda Gates and Warren Buffett. The current endowment is 
S40.3 billion and the Foundation employs 1,453 people. In 2016 alone, the Foundation totaled 
S4.6 billion in direct grantee support. 

The Global Health Division aims to reduce inequities in health by developing new tools and 
strategies to reduce the burden of infectious disease and the leading causes of child mortality in 
developing countries. They work with partners to deliver proven tools—including vaccines, 
drugs, and diagnostics—as well as discover path-breaking new solutions that are affordable and 
reliable. They also invest heavily in vaccines to prevent infectious diseases and support the 
development of integrated health solutions for family planning, nutrition, and maternal and child 
health. 

The Foundation heavily invests in the World Health Organization (WHO) and is a significant 
financial supporter, surpassed only by the United States in terms of financial giving. As the 
largest private donor to the WHO, the Gates Foundation has a strong interest in W HO’s success 
and was recently admitted as a non-state actor in official relations with WHO, allowing it more 
access and engagement in the decisions of the organization. In addition, Mr. Gates gave a 
keynote address at the 64 th World Health Assembly in 2011, and his wife, Melinda, gave remarks 
at the 67 th W'orld Health Assembly in 2014. 

Global Health Security 

The United States seeks to minimize the threat of destabilizing international health emergencies, 
and to protect Americans at home and abroad by working to ensure that countries around the 
world can prevent, detect, and respond to infectious disease threats at their source, regardless of 
whether they are naturally occurring, accidental, or intentional. Protecting the American public 
requires working beyond our borders to build capacity to prevent, detect, and respond to disease 
threats wherever they emerge. The Global Health Security Agenda (GHSA) w r as launched in 
2014 to strengthen global health security and implementation of the International Health 
Regulations (IHR) and today is a 55-country multi-sectoral initiative with specific technical areas 
of work, such as building Emergency Operations Centers, strengthening laboratory capacity, and 
enhancing biosurveillance in human and animal sectors. The USG is a global leader in this effort, 
and approximately 20% of USG funding to WHO supports global health security preparedness 
and response efforts. The BMGF has played a key role in GHSA as a non-governmental 
stakeholder and has been a strong supporter of WHO’s implementation of Joint External 
Evaluation of country capacities. We welcome their engagement as the next five-year iteration of 
GHSA is developed.

Polio 

Polio can be eradicated within the timeframe of the Trump Administration. Fostering sustained, 
high-level political commitment for eradication efforts is critical to success. The U.S. 
Government is the major funding source for this effort (approx. $1 bn/year), as well as technical 
and strategic support. Polio represents a priority for BMGF funding to WHO, accounting for 
nearly 60% of their funding to the World Health Organization (WHO). CDC works closely with 
the Bill and Melinda Gates Foundation (BMGF), WFIO, UNICEF, and Rotary to end the 
transmission of polio through the Global Polio Eradication Initiative (GPEI), a public-private 
partnership. The GPEI is working in the three countries with ongoing transmission (Pakistan, 
Afghanistan, and Nigeria) to stop transmission and support surveillance and other important 
immunization activities around the world. 

Research & Development and NIH Collaboration 

Nil I and Bill & Melinda Gates Foundation have enjoyed an excellent working partnership since 
the creation of the Grand Challenges in Global Health initiative over 12 years ago. Together, 
these organizations represent over 50% of global research and development expenditure on 
diseases that disproportionately affect populations in low- and middle-income countries. Major 
collaborative projects include vaccines to prevent HIV and malaria, experimental models to 
accelerate TB drug discovery, reduction of premature births, and affordable point-of-care 
diagnostic technologies. Our most notable partnerships have included a meningitis vaccine 
resulting in the lowest seasonal incidence in the African meningitis belt ever recorded, and a test 
for drug-resistant tuberculosis called Xpert MTB/RIF that has reduced the time of diagnosis from 
three months to less than two hours 

The Biomedical Advanced Research and Development Authority (BARDA) 

In 2016, BARDA launched the CARB-X Biopharmaceutical Accelerator, the world’s largest 
public-private partnership focused on preclinical discovery and development of new' antibacterial 
products to help address the threat of antibiotic resistance. This collaboration, managed by 
Boston University, committed $455M in funding over five years, working with four other 
partners, including the California Life Sciences Institute (CLSI), the Massachusetts 
Biotechnology Council (MassBio), and RTI International. The Gates Foundation has recently 
expressed interest in joining CARB-X as a partner and additional source of funding. At this 
time, the discussions are ongoing, but the U.S. is very supportive of the Gates Foundation 
joining. The Gates Foundation has proposed a contribution of~$25 M total over four years. The 
Wellcome Trust was an initial funder for CARB-X, showing that the funding model works well 
with foundations. Of note, this level of funding does not grant the Foundation representation on 
the CARB-X steering committee - the minimum for this is $10 M/year. 

Gates Medical Research Institute 

The Bill & Melinda Gates Foundation is establishing a non-profit medical research organization 
that will combat diseases that disproportionately impact the poor in low- and middle-income 
countries by accelerating progress in translational science. The formal name of the organization 
w'ill be the Bill & Melinda Gates Medical Research Institute.

The foundation anticipates that the initial focus of the institute will be to enhance the product 
development pipeline for malaria, tuberculosis, and enteric and diarrheal diseases. Since 1990, 
the global health product development pipeline has produced dozens of high impact interventions 
that have helped to save more than 100 million lives. The institute intends to build on this 
progress by capitalizing on novel platforms and new strategies that could increase the 
identification, selection, and optimization of novel candidates for drugs, vaccines, diagnostics, 
and medical devices. The foundation then intends to transition potentially viable interventions to 
product development partners, developing country manufacturers, and others to take forward into 
late-stage development. 

The institute will be co-located in the Seattle and Boston metropolitan regions and it is 
anticipated that the institute will formally commence operations in late 2017 (although it is 
unclear at this time if that has happened). Over the next several years it is expected that it will 
scale up to employ 80-120 full-time employees supported by an annual operating budget of 
approximately $100 million.

1IHS Activities and Collaborations with the Bill and Melinda Cates Foundation 

Centers for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) 

HIV/AIDS : Advancing the development and delivery of new HIV prevention methods while 
improving the efficiency and effectiveness of existing prevention and treatment efforts; 
reducing infections among adolescent girls and young women through the DREAMS 
partnership; and using the HIV platform to strengthen systems for data use to improve 
decision-making. 

TB : CDC works side by side with governments and partners like BMGF to find, cure and 

prevent TB, particularly in countries with a high burden of the disease. Building on our CDC 
and PEPFAR platforms and investment, efforts focus on strengthening national TB strategies 
and programs in priority countries with high rates of TB, drug-resistant TB and TB/HIV co- 
infection. 

Malaria and other vector-borne diseases : A close relationship has been established with CDC’s 
Division of Parasitic Diseases and Malaria, working towards global eradication through 
initiatives like Malaria Zero and the ACT Consortium. BMGF also is particularly interested 
in innovative approaches and tools to control the spread of other diseases in mosquitoes, like 
Zika and Dengue. 

Advanced Molecular Detection (AMD) : In late 2017, BMGF funded a project assessing the 

information technology infrastructure needed to support adoption of next-generation genomic 
sequencing (NGS) in public health settings in the United States and to NGS implementation 
needs in Africa CDC’s five-site reference laboratory network. Work performed through this 
project could jump-start the use of AMD technologies in laboratories at home and abroad. 

Cholera : CDC was a founding member of the Global Task Force for Cholera Control (GTFCC) 
in 1992, which was revitalized by the Gates Foundation in 2014. CDC’s Division of 
Food bo me. Waterborne, and Environmental Disease, Division of Global Health Protection, 
Global Immunizations Division participate in the GTFCC technical working groups. 

CHAMPS : The Gates Foundation is supporting the Child Health and Mortality Prevention 
Surveillance Network (CHAMPS), a network of disease surveillance sites in developing 
countries. These sites are helping gather better data, faster, about how, where, and why 
children are getting sick and dying. This data will help the global health community get the 
right interventions to the right children in the right place to save lives. CHAMPS is ahead of 
schedule for most grant milestones. Five sites in Mozambique, South Africa, Kenya, Mali, 
and Bangladesh have launched child mortality surveillance

National Institutes of Health (NIH) 

Nil 1 has established eight working groups pursuing milestone-driven projects. These groups are 
convened annually to gauge progress and discuss future plans. Mr. Gates participates in these 
annual meetings, which take place on the NIH Campus. Key areas of current cooperation are as 
follows: 

• Efficacy studies of two IIIV vaccines moving forward 

• Evaluation of a novel, long acting injectable antiviral for HIV prevention 

• TB drug development and clinical endpoints 

• Single-dose HPV vaccine 

• Contraception 

• Indoor air pollution 


Biomedical Advanced Research and Development Authority (BARDA) 

The previous BARDA Director (Acting), Dr. Richard Hatchett, met with Bill Gates to discuss 
the BARDA model of medical countermeasure development, focusing on emergency 
preparedness for emerging infectious diseases. 

BARDA participated in an organizational meeting of the proposed Universal Influenza Vaccine 
Global Funders Consortium, which was convened by the Task Force for Global Health, a Gates 
Foundation-funded entity.

Biography

Bill Gates is co-chair of the Bill & Melinda Gates Foundation. 

Along with co-chair Melinda Gates, he shapes and approves 
grantmaking strategies, advocates for the foundation’s issues, and 
helps set the overall direction of the organization. 

Bill and Melinda Gates work together to expand opportunity to the 
world’s most disadvantaged people by collaborating with grantees 
and partners. They also participate in national and international 
events and travel extensively to focus attention on the issues the 
foundation champions. 

Gates began his major philanthropic efforts in 1994, when he 
created the William H. Gates Foundation, which focused on global 
health. Three years later, he and Melinda created the Gates Library 
Foundation, which worked to bring public access computers with Internet connections to 
libraries in the United States. Its name changed to the Gates Learning Foundation in 1999 to 
reflect its focus on ensuring that low-income minority students are prepared for college and have 
the means to attend. In 2000, to increase efficiency and communication, the two groups merged 
into the Bill & Melinda Gates Foundation. 

In 1975, Gates left Harvard University in his junior year to focus on Microsoft, the company he 
founded with his childhood friend Paul Allen. As chief software architect and chairman, Gates 
led the company to become the worldwide leader in business and personal software, services, 
and solutions. In July 2008, Gates transitioned into a new role as chairman of Microsoft and 
advisor on some key development projects. 

He is a member of the board of directors of Berkshire Hathaway Inc. 

Gates grew up in Seattle with his two sisters. His father, William H. Gates Sr., is a co-chair of 
the foundation and a retired attorney. His late mother, Mary Gates, was a schoolteacher.

CDC’S Efforts to Combat the Opioid Crisis under the HHS Opioid Strategy 

NIH Proposal for a Bold Effort to Combat the Opioid Crisis through a Pilot Demonstration Project 

Summary of OASH Activities Related to Opioids 
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CDC’S Efforts to Combat the Opioid Crisis under the HHS Opioid Strategy 

As the Nation’s Public Health Agency, CDC leads HHS opioid overdose prevention by taking a public health approach 
with an emphasis on state-based prevention. CDC efforts align with the five areas of the HHS Opioid Strategy with a 
primary focus on strengthening the public health data reporting and collection to improve the public health response. 

CDC tracks the emergence and evolution of the epidemic, develops recommendations for providers and public health 
departments, and supports implementation of solutions through our partnership with and funding of state programs. CDC 
also initiated and enhanced collaboration between public health, health care, substance abuse treatment and public safety. 

Snapshot of Current CDC Activities 

CDC plays a critical role in opioid overdose prevention by strengthening surveillance, improving prescribing practices, 
and working to identify and scale up effective interventions. States are a focal point for action, and funding initiatives 
equip state health departments with resources to combat the epidemic. CDC uses data to drive action to prevent and 
address opioid overdoses as well as other negative health effects of this epidemic* CDC has unique scientific expertise to 
prevent people from getting addicted to opioids in the first place by improving opioid prescribing. In response to the rise 
in deaths attributable to illicit opioids, CDC is strengthening surveillance and response to inform and engage public safety 
and substance use treatment efforts addressing illicit opioids. In addition, CDC has initiated efforts at the community and 
local levels to empower consumers to make safe choices. 

Beginning in FY 2015, CDC launched the Overdose Prevention in States (OPIS) effort as the agency’s approach to 
provide support to states as they respond to the epidemic. Currently, OPIS efforts directly funds 45 states and Washington, 
D.C Through OPIS, CDC equips state health departments with resources and technical support needed to scale up 
surveillance and advance effective preventive interventions. With support from CDC, states also have made strides in 
surveillance of opioid overdoses by increasing the timeliness of actionable opioid overdose data. 

In order to advance the practice of pain management, and subsequent to the release of the CDC Guideline for Prescribing 
Opioids for Chronic Pain in March 2016, CDC developed a comprehensive suite of tools and resources to operationalize 
recommendations to change the culture of opioid prescribing. CDC has continued efforts in tailoring materials for 
implementation, including clinical continuing education. CDC also launched a communications campaign to help equip 
states to better fight the opioid overdose epidemic. The campaign aims to increase awareness and knowledge among 
Americans about the risks of prescription opioids and deter inappropriate use. 

CDC has also responded to the increase in illicit opioid-related deaths by establishing and strengthening collaboration 
with partners including public safety and substance abuse treatment. CDC plays a pivotal role in the implementation of the 
Heroin Response Strategy and its aims, which include working to gather, analyze, and disseminate vital information about 
drug abuse to develop and inform evidence-based responses to the opioid epidemic within geographic areas. CDC is also 
monitoring rates of new cases of HIV and viral hepatitis related to opioids, and improving data collection on opioid use 
among pregnant and reproductive-aged women and resultant impacts on newborns, both in the hospital and longer term. 

Opportunities for Action 

Despite efforts to combat the opioid crisis, the United States remains in the midst of an opioid overdose epidemic 
involving both prescription s and illicit opioids like heroin and illicitly-manufactured fentanyL Deaths are only part of the 
problem: for each death involving prescription opioids, hundreds of people abuse or misuse these drugs. Without more 
action in these areas, the US will continue to see this crisis, and its far reaching effects grow . To support the Secretary’s 
strategy, CDC is ready to take action in the following ways: 

• Strengthen our understanding of the epidemic through better public health surveillance, CDC will enhance 
surveillance activities across all 50 states and Washington, D.C. CDC will advance its understanding of the opioid 
overdose epidemic by increasing the timeliness and improving the quality of morbidity and mortality data* 

• Scale up prevention initiatives across ali 50 states and Washington, D,C. This work also responds to the HHS 
priority to strengthen our understanding of the epidemic through better public health surveillance. 

• Advance better practices for pain management CDC will develop and expand tools and resources to inform 
clinical decision making through CDC’s Guideline, with a focus on vulnerable populations rural areas or Tribes. 

• Improve access to treatment and recovery services by providing linkages to care for at-risk individuals to 
retain patients in effective treatment for opioid use disorder and/or neonatal abstinence syndrome in babies born 
to mothers who arc addicted to opioids. 

• Implement new activities focused on infectious disease elimination in select jurisdictions, including those high 
rates of opioid-related transmission. 
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NIH Proposal for a Bold Effort to Combat the Opioid Crisis through a Pilot Demonstration Project 
Overview: 

Despite multiple effective prevention and treatment strategies, most of the 2 million Americans with Opioid Use 
Disorders (OUDs) do not receive appropriate treatment for their addiction. The National Institutes of Health (NIH) 
proposes to work with key HHS, DOJ, and VA partners to conduct demonstration research studies in selected geographic 
areas in states highly affected by the opioid crisis* These studies will test the implementation of an integrated model of 
care delivery system to prevent screen, diagnose, and treat OUDs* In collaboration with federal partners the collective 
results of the studies will ultimately advance the priority goals of the HHS Opioid Strategy by quickly decreasing 
overdose deaths, hospitalizations, neonatal opioid withdrawal syndrome, and HIV and HCV transmission attributed to 
opioids, w hile increasing screening, treatment access and retention, and expanding the utilization and maintenance of 
medication assisted treatment into all levels of treatment settings. 

Study Aims: 

This demonstration project is designed to integrate community, health care, and criminal justice systems to test; 

• Expanded treatment capacity in multiple settings (e.g*, primary care, emergency departments, OB/GYN clinics, 
infectious disease clinics, pain clinics, pharmacies, and jails/prisons). 

• Enhanced access to care in rural settings via novel models of treatment delivery (ic spokes and hub model) and the use 
of digital health technology and telemedicine. 

• Expanded education and training of health care providers and other stakeholders in best practices for the screening 
and treatment of OUDs and for the management of pain* 

• Improved patient outcomes including reduced morbidity and mortality caused by OUDs* 

Study Dcsign/Framework: 

The study will test an array of federally-supported, evidence-based implementation projects, including those supported by 
SAMHSA* These projects will span prevention, treatment, and recovery services delivered in an integrated manner within 
rural community, health care, and criminal justice systems at the community and state level. Stage 1: Preventing OUDs 
via community education and screening for the early identification of OUD as well as by improving pain treatment 
prescribing practices. 

• Stage 2: Identification of OUDs for proper treatment referral 

• Stage 3: Linkage to care for those identified with OUDs 

• Stage 4: Medication assisted treatment initiated among those entering care 

• Stage 5: Retention for at least six months among those who initiate treatment 

• Stage 6: Continuous abstinence sustained among those who successfully complete treatment 

Comprehensive Models of Care ; The study will test implementation of best practices for expanding prevention, 
screening, and treatment for OUDs in primary care settings, infectious disease clinics, and emergency departments* This 
will include implementation of new models for delivery of MAT by nurses and pharmacists and integrated care models to 
increase medication compliance and relapse prevention* It will also measure the impact of expanding evidence-based care 
for pregnant women with OUDs and of their infants, access and delivery of naloxone for opioid overdose reversal, tools to 
support clinical decision-making, digital technologies for MAT in rural communities, and the engagement of first- 
responders, and the criminal justice systems in a comprehensive model of care* 

Training and Education: The study will measure the impact of expanding training of health care providers in best 
practices for screening and management of pain including opioid prescription and screening and treatment of OUD, and of 
launching a community-level public aw areness communications campaign on opioids* 

Collaboration with Federal and Other Partners: The st udy will be carried out by NIH in partnership with other HHS 
agencies (e.g., SAMHSA, HRSA, CDC, CMS), other Operating Divisions (e.g., DOJ, DOD), and state health 
departments, pharmacies, fire stations, police stations, professional societies, and other key stakeholders* 

Timeframe and other Parameters: This demonstration study is intended for 2-3 years. Grant applicants will need to 
demonstrate the support and participation of designated public agencies responsible for coordinating State-wide opioid 
responses (i.e*, State Health Department, Governor’s Office, etc.) and of the University involved with the proposal* 
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Summary of OASH Activities Related to Opioids 

OASH includes 11 core public health offices, 10 regional health offices across the nation, and three 
Presidential and 11 Secretarial advisory committees. Through these organizations, OASH is positioned to 
coordinate high priority issues for HHS leadership, given its position in the HHS Office of the Secretary, 

The factors that affect the opioid crisis and the HHS response to it are multi-faceted and complex because 
many different people under different circumstances are affected. As HHS undertakes activities that 
support the 5-Point Strategy to Combat the Opioid Crisis, it is important to balance the need to end the 
devastating effects of opioid misuse with also ensuring that people living with pain can continue to work 
with their doctors to develop an integrative pain treatment plan that optimizes function, quality of life, and 
productivity. 

At this time, OASH is undertaking over 60 activities to address the opioid crisis* These activities address 
prevention and inform provider policy, patients and the public, and systems-level change through 
webinars, newsletters, training, technical assistance, social media, and partnerships. Other topic areas 
include treatment, recovery, and research. 

Prevention : The Chief Medical Officer (CMO) is leading the Pain Management Inter-agency Task Force 
to identify gaps and make recommendations for improving best practices for treating acute and chronic 
pain. The CMO also participates in the Office of National Drug Control Policy Interagency Steering 
Committee to address opioid demand reduction, CMO and SAMHSA co-chair the Behavioral Health 
Coordinating Council which addresses opioids, behavioral and primary care integration, workforce issues 
around the opioid crisis* The Regions have partnerships that have led or will lead to Opioid Summits to 
address regional priorities and possible solutions* The Surgeon General is developing an Advisory on 
Naloxone and a Prescription to Prevent Opioid Addiction. 

The Office on Women’s Health (OWH) and the Office of Minority Health (OMH) have awarded many 
grants to community organizations to prevent prescription and illegal opioid misuse* The Office of 
Adolescent Health is addressing trends in adolescent opioid use, factors that increase risk of and protect 
against opioid use, and resources for prevention and treatment. The Office of Disease Prevention and 
Health developed Pathways to Safer Opioid Use as an interactive online training for opioid use and pain 
management. The Office of HIV/AIDS and Infectious Disease Policy, in partnership with OWH, 
sponsored a National Academics Workshop Exploring the Consequences of the Opioid Epidemic on the 
Spread of Infectious Disease. 

Treatment : OASH Region 1 and SAMHSA partnered to develop a CME/CE course Clinical Guidance for 
Treating Pregnant and Parenting Women with Opioid Use. Disorder and Their Infants. The CMO and 
NIH are implementing the National Pain Strategy, to reduce the burden of chronic pain in the U*S. and 
achieve a system of care in which all people receive high quality, evidence-based pain care. The SG is 
also developing an OpEd on evidence-based principles of treatment to be published in NE.JM or another 
similar publication. 

Research : OASH Regions are partnering to share information with public health and provider 
communities about VA-sponsored research on trauma and opioid use disorder* The OMH Resource 
Center maintains databases for all stakeholders to conduct analyses related to the opioid crisis. The 
Advisory Committee on Minority Health (ACMH) has made the opioid crisis one of its priority focus 
areas. CMO team is participating in Office of Science, Technology and Policy committee to develop and 
opioid R&D roadmap. The SG is developing a Report, on Alcohol, Drugs, and Health: Spotlight on 
Opioids*

Date: Wednesday, March 14, 2018 

Background: 

Addressing the opioid epidemic is a top priority for the Administration and for HHS. In April 2017, HHS 
launched a five point strategy that provides the overarching, comprehensive framework for HHS action to 
combat the opioid crisis. The HHS Opioid Strategy aims to: 

• Improve access to prevention, treatment, and recovery support sen'ices; 

• Target the availability and distribution of overdose-reversing drugs; 

• Strengthen public health data repotting and collection; 

• Support cutting-edge research on pain and addiction; and 

• Advance the practice of pain management. 

Under the leadership of HHS, SAMHSA, CDC, FDA, CMS. and NIH have been working collaboratively 
to advance actions in support of the HHS Opioid Strategy and are developing clear measures of success. 
Although great strides have been made to advance the HHS Opioid Strategy since its launch, vve believe 
there are additional opportunities for bold, aggressive action to further strengthen our collective response. 

Snapshot of Current Activities by Agencv: 


SAMHSA 

SAMHSA is building community capacity for prevention, treatment and recovery support services, and 
overdose prevention through grants such as the State Targeted Response (STR) to the Opioid Crisis, 

MAT PDOA, Drug Free Communities, Building Communities of Recovery, Pregnant and Postpartum 
Women, Drug Courts and Reentry Programs, and our First Responders and Preventing Overdose Death 
naloxone grants. In addition, SAMHSA dedicates significant resources for training and technical 
assistance to support these efforts, SAMHSA recently awarded $12 million to create an Opioid STR 
technical assistance program to assist communities across the spectrum of prevention, treatment, and 
recovery activities. SAMHSA also funds the Providers Clinical Support System for MAT and the 
Regional Addiction Technology Transfer Centers to facilitate the adoption and integration of evidence 
into practice. Finally, our newly formed Policy Lab, charged with supporting innovation, evaluating 
promising approaches, and the adoption of evidence-based practices and policies, is prioritizing its efforts 
on opioids. 

CDC 

CDC provides resources and scientific support to 45 states and Washington, D.C. to improve data 
collection and enhance prevention. CDC is focused on enhancing data collection within states and at the 
federal level CDC is improving the timeliness and quality of reporting, including establishing an early 
warning system to inform prevention, improving toxicology testing, monitoring HIV and viral hepatitis 
infections related to opioids, and improving data on pregnant women and babies impacted by opioids 
States use their prevention funding to: 1) enhance prescription drug monitoring programs; 2) improve 
health system and insurer practices for safer prescribing; 3) evaluate policies; and 4) quickly respond to 
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emerging and critical needs, CDC collaborates with law en forcement as part of the Heroin Response 
Strategy and links public health and law enforcement locally. CDC also supplies health care providers 
with the tools and resources necessary to advance the practice of pain management using its Guideline for 
Prescribing Opioids for Chronic Pain and related tools. Lastly, CDC is educating consumers about the 
risks of opioids and the importance of discussing safer, more effective pain management options with 
healthcare providers through its Rx Awareness communications campaign. 

FDA 

To decrease exposure and prevent new addiction, FDA is exploring whether unit of use packaging of 
opioids (such as blister packs) could help encourage more appropriate prescribing practices and address 
the problem of excess supply in the U.S., as there would be fewer pilis left in medicine cabinets that could 
be inappropriately accessed by family members, including children, FDA is actively exploring current 
authorities in this area and looking at how FDA can work voluntarily with the supply chain distributors 
and manufacturers to gel immediate-release opioid analgesics in unit of use packs. 

FDA also plays an important role in the interdiction of unlawful drugs, in particular, illegal drugs that are 
shipped through International Mail Facilities (IMFs). FDA took action to enhance our operations at IMFs. 
FDA’s aim is to stop, inspect, and test more packages that contain suspicious drugs. FDA also is looking 
closely at certain opioids that may have a higher abuse potential, and taking action to address this higher 
abuse potential, as with a FDA’s first-of-its-kind request to remove an opioid pain drug from the market 
due to the public health consequences associated with the product’s abuse. To foster development of 
therapies, FDA is developing guidance to encourage the development of additional opioid use disorder 
(OLID) treatments, 

CMS 

CMS is addressing the opioid crisis using unique levers as a payer and as the overseer of the Medicare. 
Medicaid, and the Exchange. Medicare has direct CMS levers through reimbursement and coverage 
policies, while Medicaid and the Exchange levers are through supporting states with additional 
programmatic flexibilities, technical assistance, and sharing best practices. Several states received 
Medicaid 1115 waivers to expand opioid treatment capacity and more state submissions are expected. 
CMS works with Part D Prescription Drug Plans to reduce overprescribing and encourages states to take 
similar actions through Medicaid and private coverage. Medicare data shows promising trends: the 
number of beneficiaries who were overprescribed decreased by 61% from 2011 to 2016 - even though 
program enrollment grew during that time. CMS is pursuing measures to address the opioid crisis on a 
parallel track with measures to ensure access for legitimate pain management, CMS is also actively 
evaluating non-opioid pain treatments via Medicare as well as payment mechanisms (such as quality 
measures) that ineentivize early screening for opioid use and treatment. Finally, CMS helps identify and 
pursue fraudulent or abusive practices. 

NIH 

N1H funds $60QM/year in research to develop new prevention and treatment strategies for opioid 
addiction and pain management. NIH research seeks to understand the basic science of complex 
neurological pathways involved in pain and addiction, develop new medications and formulations to 
improve compliance for ODD treatment and overdose prevention, including the combination of 
medication-assisted treatment (MAT) with behavioral interventions, as well as implementation and 
sen ices research. Prior successes from this research include the development of a nasal spray formulation 
of naloxone, extended release formulations of naltrexone and buprenorphine for the treatment of OUD, 
and the discovery of new molecular targets for treating pain. In October 2017, NIH launched ACT NOW. 
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a clinical study to treat and track outcomes of infants with Neonatal Opioid Withdrawal Syndrome, which 
will be expanded in the coming year. Recent NIH-supported research advances include a comparison 
analysis showing that buprenorphine and naltrexone are equally effective for the treatment of OUD once a 
patient lias been initiated on therapy, and that buprenorphine treatment of OUD in prison decreased 
mortality upon release by 60%. Lastly, an X8IM collaboration between the VA, DQD, and NIH studied 
non-phannaeological approaches for pain management in U.S. military personnel, veterans and their 
families* 

GASH 

GASH enhances prevention, treatment, research and other efforts by engaging stakeholders through the 
Pain Management Best Practices Inter-Agency Task Force, established by the Comprehensive Addiction 
and Recovery Act of 2016* The Task Force will develop a report to Congress about best practice clinical 
guidelines and make recommendations to address identified gaps and inconsistencies that exist in current 
practice. GASH also co-chairs the HHS Behavioral Health Coordinating Council, which addresses 
prescription opioid use, primary care and behavioral health integration, and workforce issues. GASH and 
NTH are implementing the National Pain Strategy, to reduce the burden of chronic pain in the U.S* and 
achieve a system of care in which all people receive high quality, evidence-based pain care. GASH 
Regional Health Administrators are engaging in efforts that encourage changes in the health care system 
at varying levels through webinars, newsletters, training, technical assistance, social media, and 
partnerships. Individual offices within GASH are engaging on this issue through grants to community 
organizations, the creation of training tools, and other activities. 

Opportunities for Bold, Aggressive Action: 

Existing laws have expanded funding to build treatment capacity through SAMHSA grants and provider 
waivers for medication-assisted treatment; however, significant access limitations remain across 
geographic areas, with payer and coverage inconsistencies, and where treatment is available, it continues 
to be disjointed across different providers in the medical system. At the same time, there is a clear 
recognition that pain care in the United States must move away from an overreliance on opioids to a 
system that provides access to non-opioid pharmacological and nonphannacological modalities and 
multidisciplinary, team-based care. Finally, our current ability to monitor the opioid issue relies on data 
that is incomplete and not tied to outcomes research, missing opportunities for more real-time research 
into what is working in addressing the crisis and supporting more seamless and targeted responses as 
trends change. 

Actions to advance the practice of pain management: 

* Improve access to and coverage for more effective non-opioid treatments* 

* Strengthen education and training on pain management in health professional schools and early 
career training programs for physicians, dentists, nurses and nurse practitioners, physician 
assistants, pharmacists, psychologists, counselors, and other health professionals, 

o Build on the tools and resources from CDC 's Guideline for Prescribing Opioids for 
Chronic Pam io inform clinical decision making, with a particular additional focus on 
vulnerable populations in rural areas or Tribes* 

* Explore evidence-based approaches that encourage electronic prescribing as a mechanism for the 
prescribe! to provide documentation of medical necessity before the drug is dispensed by the 
pharmacy, and how to leverage the current system of prescription drug monitoring plans 
(PDMPs) to improve safe opioid prescribing* 
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Actions to expand care for opioid addiction: 

* Expand permanent system capacity for treatment of OUD and incentivize provider participation 
in comprehensively addressing needs of patients. 

* Strengthen education and training on substance use and addiction in health professional schools 
and early career training programs. 

* Improve access to treatment and recovery services by providing linkages to care for at-risk 
individuals to retain patients in effective treatment for OUD and/or neonatal opioid withdrawal 
syndrome. 

* improve the quality of care, particularly by improving connections and access to MAT for those 
with OUDs. 

o Revise SAMI ISA's funding announcements to direct states to use their funding 
on the implementation of service delivery models (Hub-and-Spoke, Centers of 
Excellence, Project Echo) and systems of care that can provide high-quality MAT 
and the full complement of support services needed to achieve long-term 
recovery, 

* Identify patients who have been administered naloxone and link them to treatment. 

* Identify, encourage and help individuals with an OUD access treatment for their disorder. 

Actions to speed translation of research into practice and improve data collection and surveillance: 

* Better understand the opioid overdose epidemic by increasing the timeliness and improving the 
quality of morbidity and mortality data to inform targeted prevention activities by expanding 
CDCs surveillance activities to all 50 states and Washington, D.C. and enhancing the program 

o Enhance the existing infrastructure for data collection (medical examiners, coroners, 
toxicological testing, additional electronic reporting, etc.) to ensure a stronger disease 
detection system in the U.S, 

* Better connect services with research to ensure that what we are learning from the field is 
informing our research, and our research is informing the field, including evaluating innovative 
service delivery models as they are being implemented with HHS funding and quickly 
disseminate findings to states, policymakers, and the field to narrow the research to practice gap. 

o N1H will support research on effectiveness of specific interventions funded through 
SAMHSA STR awards to specific slates. 

o N1H proposes a bold demonstration project, which would allow states to compete to be 
pilot locations for a fully integrated implementation approach to optimizing the cascade 
of care for OUD and decrease overdoses. 

* Working with industry, accelerate the development of more flexible options for the treatment of 
OUD, overdose prevention and reversal, and new non-addictive medications for pain. 

As w r e embark on bold, aggressive actions to ensure that all who need treatment can get it and work to 
build, a sustainable system of care, we strongly recommend the establishment of 1) A substance use 
disorder approach that includes systems of care consisting of outpatient services, inpatient services, and 
residential programs based on medical necessity criteria and the requirement that any inpatient/2 8-day 
type programs must refer to and follow up to assure successful entiy to ongoing outpatient treatment; and 
2) treatment for substance use disorders and co-occurring mental disorders that are reimbursed at parity 
with medical services.

opioid prescription data available to providers in Kentucky through its Prescription Drug 
Monitoring Program (PDMP), As of December 2015, providers in Kentucky receive clinical alerts 
within the PDMP if a patient is receiving high doses of opioids. This functionality increases a 
doctor's ability to provide safe and effective care to their patients. Following the enhancement 
of the KASPER PDMP reports, a 2% decrease was seen in high opioid prescribing to adults, and a 
remarkable 25% reduction in opioid prescribing to youth aged 0-17 between the last quarter of 
2015 and the end of the first quarter of 2016. 

o Kentucky's PfS program has partnered with the Kentucky Office of Drug Control Policy (KyODCP) 
and the Kentucky Department of Criminal Justice Training (KyDOGT) to develop and implement 
a naloxone administration training program for Kentucky's 8500+ law enforcement officers. As 
of 2016, a total of 900 law enforcement officers representing multiple agencies all across the

OVERVIEW: 

The Federal Commission on School Safety (“Commission”) is comprised of the 
Secretary of Education, Attorney General, Secretary of Health and Human Services and 
Secretary of Homeland Security. Each respective Department has jurisdiction over key 
school safety issues. President Trump charged the Commission with quickly providing 
meaningful and actionable recommendations to keep students safe at school. 

PURPOSE: 

To discuss the scope of the Commission's work, the timeline, locations for meetings and 
topics for hearings and site visits. 

BACKGROUND: 

• On March 12, President Trump established the Federal Commission on School 
Safety’ to develop a process to evaluate and make recommendations on school 
safety.

o A plan for integration and coordination of Federal resources focused 
oil prevention and mitigation of active shooter incidents at schools, 

o Opportunities to improve access to mental health treatment, including 
through efforts that raise awareness about mental illness and the 
effectiveness of treatment, reduce barriers to the recruitment of mental

BACKGROUND 


OVERVIEW 

One of your responsibilities as Secretary is to respond in writing to the recommendations and 
comments sent to you by the Physician-Focused Payment Model Technical Advisory Committee 
(PTAC). This memo provides background on PTAC and its work to date and updates you on the 
status of responses awaiting your signature. Meeting with PTAC over the coming months is a 
good opportunity for you to highlight your delivery system reform initiatives to a physician- 
focused audience. We have had high attendance at PTAC meetings from many of the physician 
and other stakeholder associations in Washington. 

CHARGE AND MEMBERSHIP 

Congress created PTAC in the Medicare Access and CHIP Re authorization Act of 2015 
(MACRA) to provide you with expert advice on models that could be implemented by CMS 
through the Innovation Center. PTAC’s role is to review physician-focused payment models 
submitted by the public and submit comments and recommendations to you regarding whether 
such models meet criteria established by the Secretary including cost, quality, payment 
methodology, and value over volume (see Attachment A for full list). MACRA further requires 
that you review the comments and recommendations and post a "detailed response” to them on 
the CMS website. It also mandates that ASPE staff the Committee and provides up to $5 million 
annually for staff and contractor support. 

The Committee’s charge was recently augmented by the Bipartisan Budget Act of 2018 (P.L. 
115-123). PTAC can now dialogue more freely with submitters, providing "initial feedback” on 
the proposed models before voting on whether or not to recommend them to you. 

GAO appoints PTAC’s 11 members, most of whom are physicians; its Chair and Vice Chair are 
selected by HHS (see membership in Attachment B). The Committee was chartered by the 
Secretary on January 5, 2016. PTAC is subject to the Federal Advisory Committee Act (FACA), 
so deliberative meetings are public and there is a high degree of transparency in PTAC’s work. 
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WORK TO DATE 


Since December 1, 2016, PTAC has received 24 proposals and an additional 13 letters of intent 
to submit a proposal. The proposals and letters of intent come from a wide variety of submitter 
types, including large physician groups, associations, individual physicians and small practices, 
and academic medical centers; propose various payment model types, including a care 
management fee, bundled payments, episode-based payment and capitation; and are focused on 
over a dozen different medical specialties. 

PTAC meets quarterly in public to deliberate and vote on whether or not to recommend model 
proposals to you. PTAC sent comments and recommendations to the Secretary from a number of 
meetings in 2017 and 2018. The status of PTAC recommendations and Secretarial responses 
follows: 

• Secretary Price responded to the April 2017 meeting recommendations in September 
(models #1-3 below). 

• PTAC recommendations from the September meeting are ready for your review and 
signature in a separate signature package (models #4-5 below). 

• PTAC recommendations from the December meeting are in development with ASPE and 
CMS and will come to you for review and signature soon (models #6-11 below). 

• PTAC will send its recommendations from the March 2018 meeting to you later this 
spring (models #12-15 below).

However, CMS has 
reached out to several submitters to learn more about various features of their proposals to 
inform CMS’ work in designing models. Most recently, CMS reached out to two submitters of 
palliative care proposals that were deliberated on at the March 2018 PTAC meeting to inform 
CMS’ work on a Medicare serious illness model. 

MEETING WITH PTAC 

PTAC will hold its next public meeting on June 14 and 15, 2018, in the Great Hall of the 
Humphrey Building. The meeting is live-streamed on the HHS website. PTAC can provide 
important ideas and recommendations from the field as you implement delivery system reform, 
so this is a good opportunity to speak publicly about HHS’ plans for delivery system reform. 
You could address where PTAC’s work fits into your vision and how PTAC recommendations 
can be most helpful to you in advancing payment models that you would be interested in 
implementing. PTAC is also interested in connecting with you personally in a private meeting.

MACRA required the Secretary to develop criteria for PTAC to use in evaluating models. 

Secretary’s Criteria for PFPIVls Promulgated at 42 CFR §414.1465 

1. Scope. Aim to either directly address an issue in payment policy that broadens and 
expands the CMS APM portfolio or include APM Entities whose opportunities to 
participate in APMs have been limited. 

2. Quality and Cost. Are anticipated to improve health care quality at no additional cost, 
maintain health care quality while decreasing cost, or both improve health care quality 
and decrease cost. 

3. Payment Methodology. Pay APM Entities with a payment methodology designed to 
achieve the goals of the PFPM criteria. Addresses in detail through this methodology 
how Medicare and other payers, if applicable, pay APM Entities, how the payment 
methodology differs from current payment methodologies, and why the PFPM cannot 
be tested under current payment methodologies. 

4. Value over Volume. Provide incentives to practitioners to deliver high-quality health 
care. 

5. Flexibility. Provide the flexibility needed for practitioners to deliver high-quality 
health care. 

6. Ability to be Evaluated. Have evaluable goals for quality of care, cost, and any other 
goals of the PFPM. 

7. Integration and Care Coordination. Encourage greater integration and care 
coordination among practitioners and across settings where multiple practitioners or 
settings are relevant to delivering care to the population treated under the PFPM. 

8. Patient Choice. Encourage greater attention to the health of the population served 
while also supporting the unique needs and preferences of individual patients. 

9. Patient Safety. Aim to maintain or improve standards of patient safety. 

10. Health Information Technology. Encourage use of health information technology to 
inform care.
